To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Independent 
School District: 


In submitting this, my fourth annual report, the fifth 
since Goffstown Independent School District has been under 
trained supervision, I wish to call your attention to the sta- 
tistical tables accompanying the same. You will note there- 
in a steady growth in attendanee, both in the grades and in 
the High school. The figures for this year are, of course, 
incomplete, but the growth is even larger, there being 59 pu- 
pils enrolled in the High school and 154 in the elementary 
grades, making a total of 213 pupils in the building at this 
writing. This means but one thing, and that is that this 
district must have increased facilities. As I pointed out in 
my last report, the grades are crowding the High school and 
the High school is crowding the recitation rooms. We are 
cramped. We are doing unusually good work under the con- 
ditions, but no teacher can do justice to backward pupils with 
48 pupils enrolled in two grades. Such a thing might be~ 
possible with one grade in a room, but not with two. I there- 
fore offer this proposition: that we continue our schools for 
half a day each morning until July first, having those pupils 
who are not promoted, or who are promoted on condition, 


.- 
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attend for special help. ‘The expense of this would be less 
than one hundred dollars for teachers, since the superinten- 
dent and janitor are hired on a twelve-month basis, and no 
new text-books would be required. 

Your last district meeting appointed a committee to can- 
vass the situation relative to the need of a new high school 
building, and it must be evident to all that the day cannot 
be indefinitely postponed when we must have that building or 
allow our schools to lose in efficiency. I am sure that Goffs- 
town takes too much pride in its schools, from the High 
school down, to allow them to retrograde. This is evidenced 
by the loyal support which parents and others are giving the 
School Board, Superintendent and teachers. “Good Schools 
are Everybody’s Business,” is written over the door of the 
office of the State Board of Education at Concord, and it is 
true that only as the taxpayers become interested construc- 
tively in good schools can we make the good better and the 
better best. Good schools are costing money but if you will 
study the comparative figures for the past four years you will 
note that your schools have not advanced out of proportion 
to the cost of food, shelter and clothing. ‘Some town ex- 
penses can be curtailed without loss, but schools are a going 
concern and must be maintained. Goffstown must raise more 
money for its schools rather than less. 

During the year the alumni of the High school formed a 
splendid organization, and I take the liberty here to remind 
everyone, in town or out of town, who is eligible, to join this 
association and to help in forwarding the interests of our . 
school. 

We have been fortunate in retaining our medical inspector 
and the nurse. They have been loyally supported. Not a 
parent asked to have his or her child excused from the medi- 
cal examination, and a much larger per cent of corrections 
have been made than is usual from the results of the notices 
of defects sent to parents. Anyone interested in this partic- 
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ular phase of the school activities can see the report on file 
with the superintendent. 

The School Board has carefully worked out a detailed bud- 
get of expenditures for the coming year, and we would be 
glad to answer in detail any question relating thereto. ‘The 
schools are for the people of Goffstown, and it is only just 
that they be fully informed of their conduct.

TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT REPORT. 
Gorrstown, N. H., February 7, 1921, 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Town School 
District: 


It gives me pleasure to submit my second annual report 

as your superintendent under the new educational law. I 
keenly realize the responsibility laid upon me as the executive 
officer of the School Board, who are jointly charged with the 
duty of maintaining “standard schools.” > This standard was 
explained in my first report in the Town Report of 1920. I 
wish also to state that the School Board and Superintendent 
have worked in harmony and always with the betterment of 
the schools in mind. We have a common ambition to exceed 
the “minimum standard.” 
_ We have been fortunate in retaining tried and proven teach- 
ers and at salaries which compare favorably with those paid 
elsewhere in the state for the same grade of work. There has 
been very little fault found with our teachers, and there would 
have been less had parents gone at once to the teachers with 
their troubles. 

While awaiting the completion of the new building we are 
conducting schools at the Mast Road, Pinardville, under great 
difficulties. So many pupils are enrolled that it is necessary

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to employ two teachers, the pupils of the four upper grades 
coming at 8 o’clock for one session, and the pupils in the lower 
grades coming at 1 o’clock for a long afternoon session. In 
addition, Monday, Wednesday and Friday nights two teachers 
conduct Evening School classes. The early opening of the 
morning session has caused many tardy marks. The seats 
and desks are ill adapted to large boys and girls, and the toilet — 
facilities are inadequate, unsanitary and in every way unfit. 
The teachers have worked hard against these and other dif- 
ficulties, and the parents as a rule have been patient, realizing 
that the school authorities and the building committee were 
doing their best to remedy conditions. We have maintained 
schools here at a minimum of expenditure and just as cer- 
tainly not with a maximum of efficiency. At this writing it 
is hoped to get into the new building for the spring term. 

At Grasmere extensive repairs have been made on the toil- 
ets, and when additional windows have been added and the 
additions painted, this building will meet the requirements of 
the State Board of Education. The selectmen co-operated 
with the School Board and installed a chemical toilet con- 
nected with the hall of this building, thus doing away with 
a very objectionable condition. 

Arrangements have been made whereby the pupils at Teb- 
~ betts"Hill, Kennedy Hill and the Mountain are transferred 
to other schools. The pupils from Parker’s Station and Pat- 
tee Hill are transported to the school in the Independent 
School District. The closing of these five schools has meant 
- a saving from one third to one-half the expense of mainte- 
nance. Paige Hill school is very small and unless conditions 
materially change it will be advisable to close this school next 
fall. 

There are good schools being conducted at Shirley Hill and 
the East Part, but these buildings must have additional win- 
dows, and Shirley Hill must be thoroughly renovated as well 
as shingled. These repairs will not call for any large outlay. 

Dr. Stark and Marjorie Perkins Frasier, R. N., made thor- 
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ough examinations of the pupils last year and again this fall. 
A very large number of the defects noted have been remedied 
by the parents. Only those closely connected with this work 
can fully appreciate what is being done, because of necessity 
publicity is not given to the findings. The reports of the doc- 
tor and nurse are on file with the superintendent and may 
be seen by any one interested. 

Mr. Thomas Largy has co-operated splendidly as truant 
officer. He has been prompt, courteous and efficient. There 
are a few parents who do not realize that a child to make 
proper progress must attend repularly and promptly. The 
school laws which Mr. Largy and myself must enforce, realize 
this, and those having a child in charge “shall cause such 
child to attend the public school all the time such school is 
in session unless the child shall be excused by the School 
Board of the district because his physical or mental condition 
is such as to prevent his attendance for the period required.” 
It sometimes happens that a parent keeps, or allows his child, 
to remain out of school because of trouble with the teacher, 
and waits for the truant officer or superintendent to “come 
around” and settle the difficulty. Parents should realize that 
the child is only one injured by so doing, and that the super- 
intendent, whose duties are divided among three towns and 
four school districts, cannot follow up such cases and must 
deal through the proper officer. If parents have complaints 
which they cannot settle with the teacher they should make 
them in writing, or at least in person, to the superintendent: 
or School Board, who will grant a hearing at any time. Just 
here I wish to call attention to what is said elsewhere in the 
report to the citizens of the Independent School District. 
Good schools can-only be made better by all working together. 

‘Your School Board and Superintendent have carefully 
worked out a budget of expenditures for next year. The total 
of this budget must be larger than that of last year because 
of the expected increase at the Mast Road. There are two 
items, at least, that will in all probability be changed by leg- 
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islative action. $900 is asked for High school tuition, but 
if the law is changed as contemplated, to allow districts to 
charge the per capita cost, or thereabouts, this sum must be 
increased to $1200. Because of the demands of the state- 
aided districts there is a deficiency of $246,000 to meet these 
demands. Goffstown’s apportionment has been prorated to 
$1,485.38. If the legislature makes a deficiency appropria- 
tion an additional sum may be received which should reduce 
the sum of $2,164.63 asked for to meet the deficiency in Goffs- 
town to about $1000. 

This item should receive further explanation. Several 
years ago the legislature changed the financial year to cor- 
respond with the statistical year and to end August 31 instead 
of January 31, as does the financial year of the town. Each 
year after the first, the money raised for the current school 
year was not sufficient to meet the expenses and the select- 
men advanced each spring money from the next year’s appro- 
priation. Under the new law we must leave the money for 
the year beginning in September intact, and clean up this 
accumulated deficiency. oy 

Because of the uncertainty of legislation the school meeting © 
will not be held at the usual early date but postponed until 
April. The school authorities will be glad to answer in de- 
tail any questions relating to items in the budget or the sta- 
tistics accompanying this report.

The following is submitted as the seventieth annual re- 
port of the. town schools, the fortieth of the school board, | 
-and the second under the present system of supervision. 

The Supervisory Union met at Bedford on the evening 
of May 26 and elected Mr. Winslow superintendent of our 
schools for the current year. 

For statistics relating to our schools we refer to the Su- 
perintendent’s report. We also eall attention to the 
Treasurer’s, Truant Officer’s and Building Committee’s 
reports. ’ 

The budget of proposed expenditures, as required by 
Chapter 106, Section 21, Laws of 1919, will give the re- 
quirements of the district for the coming year. 

Pursuant to the vote at the annual meeting of the dis- 
trict, March 20, 1920, the School Board has hired money 
on the promissory notes of the district to build the new 
schoolhouse on the Mast Road, depositing the same in the 
First National Bank of Manchester, subject to the order 
of Hon. B. F. Greer, chairman of the building committee.
